One of the most important moves ever 
made “from the inside, out,” in the city 
hall, has been undertaken by the com- 
missioners and was laid before the coun- 
cil last night in the form of a report. 

. Contermplates Oopartmentatization. 

Briefly stated, it contemplates dividing 
all the city activities and enterprises 
into departments, placing, a superintend- 
ent at the head of cach of these <epart- 
ments so as to thereby fix the rcsponsi- 
hility, separating the bookkeeping from 
each municipal enterprise so that regu- 
lar monthly reporte might be made to 
the council and @hrough the press to the 
public, and to generally take the detail 
work out of th. hands of the commis- 
sioners and council and place it in the 
departments where it belongs. 

Outceme eof Recent Election. 

The proposition is not altogether new 
as this was one of the most agitated 
questions in the recent municipal elec- 
tion campaign, when pretty near!» every 
candidate promised the dopartmentaliza- 
tion of the city’s affairs and fuller pub- 
licity. The lines of the agitation of the 
last election are the line: which the 
commissioners are now following. 

Report Laid Over for Consideration. 

The report wae read last night and 
laid on the table for a week so that the 
rouncil could have an opportunity to 
study its probable workings before pas- 
sing upon it. 

After reciting the purposes of the 
change in “aystem which the commis- 
sionera recommended ,the report said, 
in part :—

Inertial Gas Company of Cleves 
land and the Northwestern Ges Oil|. 
Company of Edmonton Both Seek 
to Supply City with Domestic Ges--- 


council last night with applications for 
gas franchises. 

The International Gas Co. of Cleve- 
land made their formal application. 
They offer to furnish gas at $1.85 a 
thousand feet, with reductions at 10, 15 
and 20 per cent. for 2,500, 5,000 and 10,000 
feet respectively. They promise to lay 
nine miles of pipe as soon as it can 
be got down and guarantee to spend 
$150,000. They do not ask for any site, 
bonus, exemption or favors of any kind, 
and they do not ask for a special fran- 


chise, 

The Northwestern Gas and Oil Co. 
are already known in Edmonton. They 
are the company which nndertook to 
drill the well on the Jasper extension 
for natural gas. They had a nice fran- 
chise but allowed it to run out. as they 
failed to operate for a period of six 
months. The company spent a lot of 
money and found gas in limited quanti- 
ties, but never sufficient for a commer- 
cial supply. They ask for a renewal of 
their franchise and promise to com- 
mence drilling again’as soon as weather 
permite. Tho franchise they held was 
exclusive and they ask for a renewal of 
the exclusive feature, which, of course, 
woulde shut out the International. 
The whole question was laid over for 
a week. It will come up next Tuesday 
evening, along with a petition from 
some East end householders who com- 
plain that the gas well is a nuisance, 
end that therefore the franchise should 
not be renewed

Terrible Holocaust At 
Hochelaga Schoo 


Seventeen Little Children Suffocated at the Windows of the 
Kindergarten While Firemen Vainly.Try to Reach and 
Rescue Them---Miss Maxwell a Heroine Whose Name Will 
Live in Canadian History---School Was a Death Trap For 
Which Authorities Were Responsible---Terrible Scenes at 
the Fire---Women try to Tear Victims From Firemens. Arms. 


Special to the Bulletin. 

Montreal, Feb. A total death list 
of seventeen is the tragic result of the 
holocaust which swept the Hocthelaga 
Protestant school in the east end of the | 
city this affetnoon. The sombre nature | 
of the catéstrophe was relieved of part 
of its sadness by an exhibition of rare 
heroism on the part of the principal, 
Miss Maxwell, who lest her own life 
while trying to save her charges. 

The pitiful feature of the disaster is 
that the whole loss of life appears to 
have been due to neglect ef the most 
elementary precautions on the part of 
the authorities who are suppcsed to see 
after the safety as well as the” educa-, 
tion of their young charges. 

The oulstanding feature of the terrible 
affair is the dauntless heroism of the 
lady teachers of the school, who, in the 
face of apparent official neglect, proved 
themselves willing to risk their lives 
in the effort to save those of their 
pupils, and not merely willing, but 
ready, for one of them, Miss Maxwell, 
deliberately went to her death rather 
than risk losing one of her pupils, No 
more brilliant, instance of self-sacrific- 
ing bravery has been recorded in tho 
annals_of this city. Here was a build- 
ing with a hundred and fifty young 
children in it under the charge of four 
lady steachers, suddenly confronted with 
an appalling calamity in a sudden out- 
break of fire. The evidence does not 
show that one of them fer a moment 
shirked her duty or lost her self-pos- 
SeRRsION, 

Fire Drill Might Have Saved Them. 

Although the children were 
perly trained in fire drill, which might 
possibly have saved them all, the teach- 
ers undertook to get them all out of 
the building with as little alarm as pos- 
sible, and when the alarm’ Was given, 
calinly told their classes to put on their 
clothes and go home. But the fire spread 
with such fatal rapidity that almost half 
the children, and the youngest ones at 
that, 
with no chance of escape, 

Smoke Shut Off Stairways. 

The smoke prevented their going down 
stairs and no other method of escape 
was possible, It was then that the two 
principa! tedphore Misses Maxwell and |

All Happened in a Few Minutes. 

Although within a few minutes of the

utes later the firemen had arrived and 
saved fully forty Anore, sixteen of the 
little ones were ‘suffocated and their 
principal fell a victim with them, while 
Miss Keyes was only taken out of the 
building with her clothes on fire and in | 
a fainting condition. 


Miss Maxwell a Heroine. 

It would have been easy for Miss 
Maxwell to have saved herself, but with 
{the flames fast closing in, she refused 
, the call of the firemen, and onee more 
braved the m to search for 
the others re in peril, Ahe | 
jdid not but died with 
| them. _ ‘? 

The school, a brick structure, throe | 
stories in height, was situated on Pre- 
fontaine street, north of St. Catharine 
street, Hochelaga ward, in the east end 
j of the city. 

Fire Started in Basement. 

The fire broke out about 1.46 in the 
basement, having evidently originated | 
| from an overheated furnace. The build- 
ing was heated by hot air and the big 
| pipes served as flues to carry the smoke 
!and flames all over the building, so thet 
| within five minutes of the first alarm it 
| was completely enveloped. 

Was Smoke That Proved Fatal. 

It was the smoke that proved so fatal. 
‘Vow of the childeen were burned at all 
‘and subsequent examination showed that 
even these few had died of suffocation 
before the flames reached them, 

Terrible Scenes at Morgue. 

| Scenes of deep pathos were witnessed | 
hoth at the fire and at the morgue, as 
parents recognized the blackened re- 
mains of their children. In one case a 
father, Mr. Andrew Spragge, lost two 
| baby daughters, one of whom was in the 
kindergarten, where she had gone 74 
the firet time to visit her sister.

The Member tor Cardston. 

Mr. Woolf, the niember for Cardston, 
closed the debate. In rising to speak 
he was received in a manner that was 4 
tribute to his personal worth and popu- 
larity with his fellow members and to 
the people he represents in the legis. 
lature. Mr. Woolf apoke with a great 
deal of feeling that was reciprocated 
by his friends in the Toure. He said 
he wished to refute the misrepresenta- 
tions that had gained circulation through 
the statements or the platform and in 
the press by Dr. Kilpatrick and Dr. 
Sommerville. 

Non-Partisan Evidence. 

Hie quoted from the Calgary Herald. 
which paper had sent a correspondent 
into the Mormon country and wes un- 
able to learn anything from the Mor- 
mons or non-Mormons that would justify 
such pernicious statements as these di 
vines had given credence to. 

Rev. Mr. Whiteman, Presbyterian min- 
ister al Cardaton, since these charges 
have been made, stated there was ne 
grounds for such, and that he bad no 
reason to believe they were not Toyal. 

Mormons Truc Christians. 

If Dr. Kilpatrick had token the trouble 
to find out he would find the people he 
sa ruthlessly condemned true Christians 
whose hopes were to join hands with 
their compatriots and rear a common: 
wealth which would be the pride of 
every. Canadian citizen. 

Loyal Citizens Too. 

Ne denied most emphatically the state- 
ment of Dr. Kilpatrick that polygamy 
or disloyalty was taught to the child- 


ren. One of the principal tenets of 
Mormonism waa fidelity and loyalty to 
the chief magistrate, and quoted from 


an article of the Mormon faith as fol- 
lows: “We believe in being subiect to 
kings, presidents, rulers and magistrates, 
in obeying, honoring and sustaining the 
law.” 
This’ doctrine was sedulously ineul- 
cated into the minds of the children 
and even little ones of eight years could 
recite them and were taught them at 
school and at their own fireside. 
The Bible Their Text Book. 

“The fundamental text book of tie 
Mormon church,” said Mr. Woolf, “is 
King James’ version of ‘the Bible, and 
if there is anything wrong with tke 
teaching: of that book it is as much to 
the duty of Dr. Kilpatrick to change 
it, as it.is the duty of the Mormons.” 
There was no other text hook used that 
differed in any respect from the King 
Janes’ translation of the Bible. 


No Polygamy In Utah Since 1890. 
Referring to the history of the Mor- 
mons in Utah the member for Card- 


ston stated in the palmiest days in that 
state when even polygamy was not 
ogainst. tlhe law ‘there hever was more 
th of the men of mar- 


1 5 per cent. 


ringeable age, who were polygamists. 
This was no estimate but the actual 
statistics. 


The editor of the Globe had suggest- 
ed and intivnated that the mass of evid- 
ence taken bs 
had thrown a clear present-day light on 
the attitude cf the Mormons to polyg- 
amy. The present-day light was thet 
Senatcr Smoot was net a polygamist al- 
though thet charge had been . made 
against him by a reverend divine of the 
state of Utah. No polygamist marriages 
had been entered into since the mani- 


festo of 189 had been issued, and that | 


there were no persons in the state prac- 


tising polramy except those whe were | 


married prior to that dete. Senator 
Smoot was not being tried for having 
broken any laws, but for his religious 
belief. 

Professor Misinfermed, 

Referring to Dr. Kilpatrick’s state- 
ment wherein he obiected to the “block” 
system of settling the country and that 
the Mormon settlement was a flagrant 
example of sueh a system,.the member 
for Cardston refuted the statement and 
said that the professor was ill advised 
in this matter. The fact was the Mor- 
mons entered their homesteads like other 
settlera, They received no favors and 
asked for none. Their obiect for estab- 
lishing villages wae to afford means of 
education for their children. Tho cli- 
mate was sueh that it was impractic- 
able to do otherwise, 

The West mo Place for Sectarianism. 

In conclusion Mr. Woolf held that the 
claims_of the Mormons to 4 loyal and 
moral people had been fully proved. He 
was pleased with the manner in which 
his fellow members had referred to the 
matter, and that many of his closest 
personal friends were non-Mormons, It 
was the duty of those who made these 
cuanem to bring them to the light of 
aw, 

It was not the motive of any Mormen 
to find fault with the religious views of 
other sects, but to grant liberty of con- 
science as freely as they claim it, He 
helieved the people of the west were 
not concerned with minor divisions of 
sects, but desired to live in peace and 
build up a great commonwealth,

SOME PUZZLERS THAT UMPIRES 
ARE UNABLE TO DECIDE. 

An immense amount of time and 
study has been devoted to making the 
rules of baseball as plain and perfect 
as possible, and almost continual 
changes have been made with this 
end in view. Yet as a testimonial 
to the infinite variety of the game, 
questions § are continually arising 
as. to the correct interpretation of the 
rules, and points not covered in the 
latter are still coming to light. 
Most cases these points are of no great 
importance; biit they are of interest 
to those who follow the game; outside 
of any actual bearing they may have 
on the latter. 

Disputes over the rules may be di- 
vided into three classes. The moat 
mumerous are the ones caused by ig: 
norance and a failure to study the 
rules on points where all of the 
experts agree. The second class ib 
made up of those points where the 
rules ate so drawn ds to pustle even 
the experts in their interpretation, 
and where the latter differ in their 
opitiions, The third is the class 
where there are no, rules and which 
must be covered by the good judg- 
iment of the umpires and referréd to 
the presidenta. of the leagues for 
uniform rulingg. All three of the 
classes named bring out some queer 
things during the season and these 
latter serve to liven up the winter 
gatherings of the fans and players.” 

There are some foolish interpreta 
tions of the rules every year, and some 
of these keep on repeating themselves 
year after year, until one begins to 
wonder where the fool killer is. Take 
the old gag of calling a man off the 
bench to catch a foul. In this case 
one of the regular players is unable 
to get the ball and the captain orders 
him out of the game and replaces him 
with a man on the bench, who makes

That Double Play Trick. 

; Another play which caused trouble 
last season in the minor leagues, and 
which two years ago caused an Ameri- 
‘ean leagye umpire to go wrong, was 
in regard to the double-play rule. In 
this instance it happened that a man 
| was on first base and one on third. 
The batter hit a fly which looked like 
it was going saie. Instead, the 
fielder caught it. In the meantime 
the runner on first had started around 
, the bases, while the one at third 
hung to the bag, as he had plenty of 
time to get home if the drive was a 
safe one. When the catch was made 
he scored, while the runner was 
‘caught off first. The run was not al- 
|lowed by the umpire, on the ground 
that it was scored on a double: play, 
on which the third out was made. 
| This ruling was wrong, as the double 
| play was not a forced one. This rule 
was in several instances misinterpret- 
ed in the minor leagues last season. 

There were two other rules which 
caused trouble more than once last 
season, One of these was in regard 
to a runner going out of line to first. 
The rule provides that the runner is 
out if the runs the last half of the 
distance to first out of the line. In 
one instance a base runner did not 
run more than a half dozen feet be- 
fore he turned aside and went to the 

bench. Instead of tagging the runner 
lor throwing the ball to first, the 
catcher rolled it out past the pitcher, 
, While the base runner got up off the 
,beneh, went back to the plate, and 
; walked down to first. There was a 
small-sized riot, and the umpire 
jinally decided that under the rule he 
wos safe, which was a correct solu- 
‘tion of the problem under a strict 
| interpretation of the rule, 

In another instance it so happened 
that a base runner got by second 
base and then started back, under 
the impression that he must return to 
first on afoul, As a matter of fact, 
he should have held second, and 
{when he was between first and second 
he found himself being chased down, 
He finally managed to get back to 
first, which was unoccupied at the 
time. The claim was raised that he 
was out, as he had no right to first 

base after touching second. He was 
finally called safe, which was the cor- 

rect decision. 
Slide at the Plate. 


Another play which puzzles even 
|the big league ball players, and on 
which membera of some big league 
|teams were willing to bet money dn 
the wrong side last season, was e 
slide past the home plate. About 
half the players contend that a man 
|who slides past the plate without 
touching the latter has the liberty of 
chasing around bebind the lines until 
he is tagged by the catcher. Aas a 
matter of fact, the play is covered by 
the rule regarding running out of line. 
Provided the runner ia not touched as 
he slidea past the cacher, 
does not violate the three-foot rule, 
he can walk to the bench and then 
come back, if the catcher does not 
try to tag him. On the other hand, 
the moment the catcher follows him 
with the ball he is out for running 
out of line if he is beyond the three- 
foot territory. This rule might be 


made to read more clearly by making | 


it read ‘‘three feet out of line behind 
the home plate,”” but the intent of 
the rule as it stands at present is 
clear enough as to its intent. 

! Rules thet are missing entirely are 
not numerous, but two of them came 
to light last season, One is in regard 
to a balk by the pitcher with no one 
on base. The rule regarding the 
balk is plain enough, but there is no 
penalty provided. President Pull- 
iam of the Natiodal league instructed 
his umpires to calla ballin a case of 
this kind, but there was no official 
ruling in the American league. The 
other break in the rules was regard- 
ing interference with the batter by 
the gatcher. The penalty is provid 
ed here, the batter being given first 
base, but the rules fail to exempt the 
latter from a time at bat, as in the 
case of a base on balls or a base on 
being hit by a pitched ball.

ALBERTA RAILWAY ACT BEFORE 

THE HOUSE 

The Alberta Railway Act passed its 
second reading yesterday in the legis- 
lature and a number of clauses were 


considered in the committee of the 
whole house. The act is a ponderous 
document of two hundred and forty- 


three sections, and includes the most 
drastic clauses in all the railway acts’ 
that have been hitherto enacted in Can- 
ada, with additions that apply more par- 


ticularly to the situation ia this prov. | 
The minister of public works in- | 


ince, 
troduced the measure in a thoughtful 
snd practical speech which evoked the 
hearty

During the discussion in committee of 
the whole a spirited debate occurred 


with a good natured tilt between the | 


member for Red Deer and the leader 
of the opposition. 

The leader of the opposition thought 
too much power was concentrated in the 
hands of the minister. The leader of 
the opposition stumbled badly on the 


‘fact thet a commissioner had been ap- 


pointed in Saskatchewan to administer 
the railway act. The premier explain- 
ed that the commissioner in Saskatche- 
wan was the same official as the min- 
ister in Alberta, whereupon the leader 
of the opposition tried to pick himself 
up by declaring in favor of a railway 
commission of three. It was a_ pretty 
move to get out of a corner, but the 
premicr cleverly checkmated his retreat 
by pointing ont that a railway com- 
mission was premature and expensive. 
The Ontario railway commission was 
expensive. Alberta will not — re- 
quire such a commission until the rail- 
way systems of the province reach a 
greater development than at present. He 
pointed out that the administration of 
the act was not exclusively in the 
hands of the minister of public works, 
but in the whole executive gouncil. 
The leader of the opposition further 
stated that while he had every confid- 
ence in the ability and integrity of the 


present minister of public works, and ; 


was sure he would not abuse his office, 
he had an uncanny presentiment of what 
might oceur if a dishonest minister ever 
attained the office. He was afraid, too, 
the work was too much for the min- 
ister, 

Mr. Cushing Explaines His Bill. 

Mr. Cushing, in reply,, stated that 
when the work became too great for 
him he would let the legislature know. 
He did not think the work would short- 
en his days. He hoped to live to sec 
a railway to Peace River, and the popu- 
lation of Alberta equal to that of the 
Dominion at the present time. 

The minister of public works, in his 
address drew attention to the import- 
ance of the new act especially in this 
new province. Everyone knew that the 
development of the province depends 
upon our railway facilities. Tt was im- 
portant that increased activity in is 
line-be promoted to open up the vast 
agricultural areas that are awaiting the 
settler. He was more and more im- 
pressed with the resources and area of 
the country to the north. Some were 
disposed to scout the stories of the rich- 
ness of the north as western tales, but 
after hearing the member for Peace 
River he was sure the half had not 
heen told. 

He referred to the legislation respect- 
ing railways last session and to the re- 
marks of the leader of the opposition, 
who, during his speech on the address 
in reply to the speech from the throne 
stated that the government manifested 
a spirit te crush out railway enterprise 
in the province, The minister said the 
government was careful in this respect 
to enact no legislation last year that 
might recuire to be repealed this year. 
There was no railway legislation” in 
force in the province when the govern- 
ment assumed office and it was neces- 
sary to be careful, It could not be said 
that the government ever placed cne 
straw in the way of any legitimate rail- 
way enternrise in this province, and 
he honed it never could be said by any 
evitie that anything had ever been done 
to retard thed evelopment of the re- 
sources of our great province.
